Carnival is a great, fun activity 
for your children but it also 
means a lot of sun exposure 
and a chance of major sun 
bum. When your children are 
participating in the Carnival 
parades, it is important to 
protect their skin from the 
damaging effects of the sun. 
Protecting skin from the 
sun during childhood and 
adolescence is important in 
reducing cancer risks later 
in life. By building safe sun 
habits into your family’s 
daily routine, you will make 
your children understand and 
get used to being protected 
against the sun and they will 
become more aware of the 
harmful effects it can have 
to their skin. Parents should 
take the lead by giving the 
good example; children will 
respond better when they see 
you are protecting your skin 
as well. 

Important recommendations: 


• Wear protective 

clothing when out in the sun. 

Choose shirts and shorts made 
of tightly woven fabrics that 
you can’t see through when 
held up to light. 

• Cover up with hats 

and caps. Choose hats that 
provide shade for your child’s 
face, neck and ears. 

• Apply sunscreen 

before going into the sun on 
skin that is not protected by 
clothing or a hat. You should 
choose a sunscreen with a 
Sun Protection Factor (SPF) 
of 15 or higher. Amba Aloe 
recommends their Water 
resistant SPF 30 sunscreen for 
maximum protection during 
Carnival, which is sweat 
resistant as well. Even if it 
is cloudy during the parades, 
you should still use sunscreen 
because you can still get a sun 
bum!

• Keep an extra bottle 
of sunscreen in your car. 

• Use Sunglasses that 
block UV rays and protect 
the eyes and the surrounding 
tender skin. 

• Teach your children 
the shadow mle. When you 
stand outside and your shadow 
is shorter than you are, then 
the sun is high in the sky and 
the UV rays are most intense.

The Bahamas is seeking the 
support of the Kingdom of The 
Netherlands for a level playing 
field regarding the tax recovery 
policy of the Organisation for 
Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD), as both 
countries seek closer ties on a 
number of diplomatic matters. 
This was among matters 
outlined by His Excellency 
Sir Arthur Foulkes, Deputy to 
the Governor General, as he 
accepted Letters of Credence 
from Her Excellency Regina 
Veronica Maria Jones-Bos, 
Ambassador of the Kingdom 
of the Netherlands to The 
Bahamas, in a ceremony 
at Government House on 
Thursday, February 12. 
Sir Arthur also said that from the 
perspective ofbilateral relations 
and the strong ties between 
both countries, the Bahamas 
is seeking The Netherlands’ 
support for sustainable 
European investment and 
its candidacy in the United 
Nations Economic and Social 
Council and the Commission 
on Sustainable Development. 
“The Bahamas values the 
cordial relations that exist 
between the Kingdom of The 
Netherlands and looks forward 
to continued friendly ties,” Sir 
Arthur said. “During this time of 
economic recession, continued

DETROIT - General Motors 
Corp. and the United Auto 
Workers were getting close to 
an agreement on concessions, 
a person briefed on the 
negotiations said Tuesday, just 
hours before GM and Chrysler 
LLC must submit a restructuring 
plan to the Treasury Department 
to justify its federal loans. 
Details of the deal were not 
available. Negotiations went all 
night Monday and into Tuesday, 
said the person, who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because the plan has yet to be 
submitted. 


Both GM and Chrysler were 
racing to finish restructuring 
plans to present to the federal 
government, but final deals 
with debt holders and union 
workers may not come until 
after Tuesday’s government- 
imposed deadline passes, 
according to others who also 
were briefed on the situation. 
The people briefed on the talks 
did not want to be identified 
because the negotiations are 
private. 

GM scheduled a news 
conference for 6:30 p.m. to 
discuss its restructuring plans, 
and Chrysler planned to hold a 
conference call with reporters 
at 5 p.m. 


The status of Chrysler’s talks 
was unknown. 

GM on Tuesday received the 
last $4 billion of the $13.4 
billion it was promised by the 
Treasury Department, White 
House spokesman Robert Gibbs 
told reporters aboard Air Force 
One. Chrysler has received $4 
billion. 

The plans are supposed to 
outline how the automakers 
intend to again become viable 
and repay the government 
loans. Ford Motor Co., which 
borrowed billions from private 
sources before credit markets 
tightened, has said it can 
make it through 2009 without 
government help. 

Two people briefed on the 
GM plan reported progress 
Monday toward a deal with 
the United Auto Workers, but 
UAW Legislative Director Alan 
Reuther said he did not expect 
labor agreements in time for 
Tuesday’s deadline. 

GM executives have said the 
company only has to show 
substantial progress by Tuesday, 
with the whole plan finalized by 
March 31. 

Reuther, who heads the UAW’s 
Washington office, said the 
Obama administration’s 

appointment Sunday night 
of a task force to oversee the 
automakers ’ restructuring 
should get things moving. 

“I think this is an ongoing 
process, and having the Obama 
administration finally putting 
this task force in operation, 


hopefully it will be able to 
facilitate discussions going 
forward,” Reuther said. 

At GM, UAW bargainers 
walked out of talks Friday night 
in a spat over the company’s 
contributions to a union-run 
trust fund that will take on 
retiree health care expenses 
starting next year. 

GM’s plan is likely to seek more 
money, at least up to the $18 
billion that it requested from 
Congress in December under its 
worst-case scenario projections. 
That scenario has arrived with 
U.S. sales at a 26-year low and 
auto sales dropping in other 
parts of the world, a person 
briefed on GM’s plan said. 

The plan will stick with GM’s 
public strategy of trying to 
remain viable and avoiding 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy 
protection, said the person, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because the plan has 
not been finalized. 

Gibbs said the Obama 
administration looks forward to 
reviewing GM and Chrysler’s 
restructuring plans, and the 
president wouldn’t rule out a 
government-backed bankruptcy 
for the struggling automakers. 
GM’s plan will discuss cost 
savings from labor concessions 
and additional plant closures, 
but the locations of those plants 
will not be revealed, another 
person briefed on the plan 
said Monday. The number of 
factories to be closed wasn’t 
available. 


GM’s board met Monday by 
teleconference to go over the 
plan, but details could not be 
obtained. 

The people briefed on the 
plan said it will include more 
information about how GM will 
cut some of its eight brands, 
although nothing will be 
finalized. The company already 
has said Saab and Hummer are 
up for sale and Saturn is under 
review, leaving GM to focus on 
Chevrolet, Cadillac, GMC and 
Buick, with Pontiac reduced to 
one or two models. 

Earlier, local union officials said 
negotiations had been slowed 
by the Obama administration’s 
delay in appointing a “car 
czar.” But Sunday night, the 
White House announced a task 
force to oversee the companies’ 
restructuring. 

Obama plans to name 
restructuring expert Ron Bloom 
a senior adviser to Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner. 
While he won’t be the “car 
czar” point man many labor 
and business leaders expected, 
Bloom, a former consultant 
to the United Steelworkers of 
America, will be doing much 
of the financial analysis for the 
administration. 

The competing interests of debt 
holders also slowed the labor 
talks, as no stakeholder wants 
to make concessions before the 
other. 

Under the terms of GM 
and Chrysler’s loans, both 
companies must use their best 
efforts to reach “targets” to 
reduce debt and labor costs. 
One target says the automakers 
need to make half of their 
payments into the health care 
trust in the form of stock rather 
than cash. Another requires the 
companies to reduce unsecured 
debt by two-thirds by swapping 
debt for equity. The terms also 
seek labor cost parity with 
Japanese automakers that have 
U.S. plants. □

We are currently 
involved with a movement 
that is more than a harmless 
symbolic party in the streets. 
Anthropologists and Traditional 
Chinese Medical physicians 
know that people, as part of 
nature, are influenced by a 
surge of hormones that takes 
place in all animals this time 
of the year. Hormones, which 
if we do not learn to live with 
will have us, do things that we 
cannot understand. 

Carnival is an annual 
spring celebration of life found 
in many countries of the world. 
By learning about carnival, we 
can learn more about accepting 
and understanding other 
cultures. Like anything in life, 
by understanding what is going 
on we can better take care of 
ourselves. 

We can read about the 
ancient Roman festival in honor 
of Bacchus as the best historical 
account of what originally went 
on during spring rites. The 
religious ceremonies gave 
way to the memories of earlier 
rites and the pleasures of wine 
and feasting were added. The 
historical record reads that a 
great number of converts gave 
in to the free flowing wine. 
The festivities existed for 
provoking or exciting lustful, 
erotic participation among the 
participants, including all sort 
of unrestrained self-indulgent 
sexual behavior. 

Here in Aruba we have 
a saying that says, “What done 
while drunk does not count”; an 
unfortunate social excuse for 
not having to take responsibility 
for your actions. 


Several people partying in the 
streets will drink themselves to 
the point of Alcohol Poisoning, 
which is an acute medical 
emergency. Passing out is not 
always just sleeping it off. 

How can you tell if 
someone is about to become a 
victim of alcohol poisoning and 
if they are what can you do to 
help? The signs and symptoms 
of alcohol poisoning is a person 
who is unconscious or semi¬ 
consciousness and has slow 
respiration (breaths) of eight 
or less per minute or lapses 
between breaths of more than 
eight seconds; often they will 
have cold, clammy, pale or 
bluish skin. In the event of 
alcohol poisoning, this will 
most likely be accompanied 
by a strong odor of alcohol. 
These are most obvious signs 
of alcohol poisoning. 

If you encounter 
a person who exhibits one 
or more of the signs and 
symptoms, CALL 911. While 
waiting for 911 emergency 
help to arrive, gently turn the 
intoxicated person on his/her 
side and maintain that position 
by placing a pillow in the small 
of the person’s back. This is 
important to prevent aspiration 
(choking) should the person 
vomit. Stay with the person until 
medical help arrives. If a person 
appears to be “sleeping it off’ it 
is important to realize that even 
though a person may be semi¬ 
conscious, alcohol already 
in the stomach may continue 
to enter the bloodstream and 
circulate throughout the body. 
The person’s life may still be 
in danger. If you are having 
difficulty in determining 


whether an individual is acutely 
intoxicated, contact a first aid 
provider immediately—the 

victim cannot afford for you to 
guess. 

With all this alcohol 
and dancing for many it equals 
sexual activity. The many 
underage girls who were 
impregnated last year during 
Carnival do have to live with 
the consequences. Besides 
pregnancies, unprotected sex 
provides the risk for sexually 
transmitted diseases. AIDS 
is still a major public health 
concern. In the Caribbean, 
we are seeing the problem 
increasing in spite of all the 
public education campaigns. 

While you are 
partying in the streets, alcohol 
consumption, dancing in 
the streets and sun ads up to 
dehydration that has three 
stages of medical emergency. 
Dehydration sets in because the 
alcohol, to be metabolized uses 
much body water and you are 
also loosing much water through 
perspiration as your body tries 
to keep cool. Only water or 
apple juice will replenish your 
body’s water reserves. Fruit 
juice or carbonated soft drinks 
do not help any to replenish 
your body’s water. If no water 
is consumed the dehydration 
leads to heat cramps where 
cramping of muscles of the 
abdomen, legs, and arms 
take place. Without water, 
people with heat cramps will 
show pale tissue color, moist 
clammy skin, and rapid shallow 
breathing as they enter into the 


heat exhaustion stage. There is 
still time to correct the problem. 
Unfortunately, if not addressed 
the last stage of dehydration is 
a life threatening heat stroke. A 
victim presents with red flushed 
skin. The person might or might 
not be sweating. Their pulse is 
rapid and as their temperature 
continues to rise above 105 
F degrees they will appear 
disoriented and confused; 
before they lose consciousness; 
throwing water, beer, any cool 
liquid on them, to cool them 
down as quickly as possible 
helps. 

Do not forget your ears. 
Some of these music wagons 
have sound decibels well in the 
range that causes ear damage. 
Earplugs, especially for children 
are a good idea. In your Healthy 
Carnival Kit, many given out 
free by public health and local 
charities, sunscreen should also 
be included. You know what I 
think about all the drugs that 
will be available.

Dancing in the streets with 
togetherness of those around 
you can be fun. Leaving 
work and worries behind can 
be relaxing, and dancing is 
great exercise. Throughout 
the many weeks of festivities 
and after the party, we are 
here to remind you to eat well, 
which may include additional 
supplementation for stress and 
energy, use protection in this 
time of sexual liberation and 
above all, stay well hydrated. 
We are here to help guide you 
and bring you back to balance 



safely and as quickly as possible 
with cleansing and hydrating 
colon therapy and other natural 
remedies. Meanwhile, keep 
your eyes open and realize that 
anything in access can have 
negative health consequences.

OaKton, Va. - History may not 
repeat itself, but all too often 
it recycles mistakes. In 1961, 
before the Vietnam War became 
full-fledged, former Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur warned 
President Kennedy not to fight 
a land war in Asia. Over the 
next 14 years, more than 58,000 
Americans died as Washington 
ignored his advice and ramped 
up operations. 

Today, the US is stuck in another 
land war in Asia: Afghanistan. 
The original mission was to 
capture Osama bin Laden, 
disable A1 Qaeda, remove the 
Taliban, and keep the country 
from being a safe haven for 
terrorists. After seven years of 
fighting, hundreds of dead US 
soldiers and thousands more 
wounded, those objectives have 
not been met. 

And now the US wants to 
double down, adding as many 
as 30,000 additional US troops 
there to get the job done. 

Sharp lessons from the 
Soviets 

It’s unfathomable that 
Washington learned so little 
from the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan, which ended in an 
ignominious retreat followed by 
the collapse of the Soviet Union 
three years later. The Soviets 
lost 15,000 soldiers. 

In the brief honeymoon after the 
collapse of communism in the 
early 1990s, US and Russian 
intellectuals and officials 
met to analyze the Afghan 
war and concluded it would 
have required 750,000 to 1 
million Soviet troops to subdue 
Afghanistan. But Moscow never 
deployed more than 100,000 
troops in Afghanistan at any one 
time. The Soviets discovered 
they could win battles but never 
hold more than a few cities in a 
country the size of Texas. 

The United States now has 
33,000 troops in Afghanistan. 
Even if President Obama agrees 
to double that amount, the effort 
will be wasted. Half a million 
US troops might not be enough. 
It wasn’t in Vietnam. Mr. 
Obama needs to recognize that 
hesitation to expand the war 
in Afghanistan has nothing to 
do with will or cowardice and 
everything to do with wisdom. 
The totalitarian Soviets lacked 
the political will to deploy three 
quarters of a million troops. 
Kremlin mossbacks knew even 
the docile Russian populace of 
the Communist era wouldn’t 
buy it. In 1979, when the ruling 
Politburo reluctantly decided 
to send in the troops, it was 
bitterly opposed by the chief 
of staff, Marshall of the Army 


Nikolai Orgakov. He flatly first 
told then-Defense Minister 
Dimitri Ustinov and later party 
leader Leonid Brezhnev that 
Afghanistan would be a huge 
mistake. So controversial was 
the decision to commit Russian 
forces that only a handful of 
senior members of the ruling 
Politburo participated. In the 
end, those elders chose to go in, 
primarily because they feared 
the US was trying to destabilize 
Afghanistan and sew it into the 
West’s patchwork encirclement 
of the Soviet Union. 

It took nine years before 
Moscow concluded that its 
war in Afghanistan was a 
mistake. After the cold war, 
Russia declassified documents 
on Afghanistan and the West 
learned that on more than a 
dozen occasions between March 
of 1979 and the December 
invasion, Brezhnev refused to 
intervene despite destabilization 
of the Soviet Union’s southern 
border. 

As a correspondent based in 
Moscow in the 1980s, I made 
several trips into Afghanistan 
with the Soviets. Whenlretumed 
to Moscow, my Russian office 
manager asked me what it was 
like there. Waxing enthusiastic, 
I told her, “It was magnificent, 
straight out of Kipling and the 
19th century.” Her blue Slavic 
eyes narrowed. “No, Walt, you 
are wrong. Afghanistan is the 
14th century.” 

After 9/11, when hordes of 
reporters traveled to this 
mystical, medieval land, the 
recommended reading was 
historical fiction of the late 
George MacDonald Fraser’s 
first “Flashman” volume on the 
Anglo-Afghan War of 1839- 
1842. The entire retreating 
British column of upwards 
of 16,000 men, women, 
and children - save for one 
survivor - was wiped out by the 
forefathers of those who drove 
the Soviets out 150 years later. 
Obama would be well advised 
to read “Flashman” and realize 
how little Afghanistan has 
changed. 

It would be delusional to expect 
any American expeditionary 
force to liberate and enlighten 
Afghans, freeing women from 
resurgent Taliban. There’s 
an adage familiar to all who 
worked there: “There only 
two times an Afghan woman 
leaves her home: when she gets 
married and when she dies.” 
Afghanistan is a land polka- 
dotted in graveyards beyond 
counting. UNICEF says 20 
percent of all Afghan children 
die before their fifth birthday. 
The entire US Army will not be 


able to convert greedy warlords 
to modernity. 

Afghanistan is a feudal quilt 
of tribes. It’s disingenuous to 
call it a country. It is a failed 
state, perhaps best babysat by 
its regional neighbors: Russia, 
Iran, China, Pakistan, Saudi 
Arabia, and India. 

Their individual interests and 
goals in Afghanistan may 
differ, but none is eager to 
have a rejuvenated A1 Qaeda 
caliphate led by loose cannons 
such as Ayman al-Zawahiri 
or Osama Bin Laden, whom 
they cannot control. If three 
regional superpowers - India, 
China, and Russia - opt to sit 
on the sidelines in their own 
neighborhood, what logic is 
there for American intervention 
from an ocean and continent 
away? 

Evenastheyrequestmore troops, 
US generals have acknowledged 
that an Iraq-style “surge” 
won’t work. “Afghanistan is 
not Iraq,” said Gen. David 
McKieman, who leads US and 
NATO forces in Afghanistan. 
General McKieman, who led 
ground forces in Iraq in 2003, 
has described Afghanistan as “a 
far more complex environment 
than I ever found in Iraq.” 
Today, the Pentagon talks of 
achieving not victory or lasting 
democracy but merely progress 
against militants. 

No good options left 
There are no good options left 
after the Bush administration’s 
unnecessary war in Iraq. An 
increased American intervention 
in Afghanistan might have been 
more welcome six years ago. 
Now it is probably too late. Yet 
a total American withdrawal 
from Afghanistan would 
leave in its wake anarchy and 
bloodbath. An ugly Taliban 
triumph would ensue. The 
Taliban need to be contained, 
but not exclusively by the 
US, so Obama must persuade 
NATO and Afghanistan’s near¬ 
neighbors to play a larger, 
perhaps dominant, role. 

Pakistan can no longer labor 
under the illusion that it can 
manipulate events from across 
the border. If the Pakistanis have 
learned anything since 9/11, it 
should be that Afghanistan’s 
growing destabilization 

increasingly threatens their own 
society. Imagine for a moment 
that the Obama administration 
were to announce a withdrawal 
from Afghanistan in six months. 
The regional powers who know 
their own neighborhood far 
better than Washington would 
quickly come up with a formula 
and the troops to stabilize the 
failed state. □ 


GOP Senators Spend Big to Keep 
Minnesota Seat Vacant 

The Nation — It is now clear that Senate Republicans have a strategy 
for maintaining their ability to stall — or, at the least, dramatically 
alter — Obama administration initiatives. 

Individual GOP senators are paying big bucks to keep the Senate’s 
100th seat — representing Minnesota — vacant for as long as 
possible. 

In effect, key Republicans such as Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell are paying $10,000 a piece to maintain their power to 
obstruct Congress. 

Consider it an investment in the short-term future. 

The partisan divide in the Senate is currently 58 Democrats 
(56 party members and two independents who caucus with the 
Democrats, Connecticut’s Joe Lieberman and Vermont’s Bernie 
Sanders) versus 41 Republicans. 

That 41 figure is perilously close to the number that Republicans 
need to threaten filibusters. It takes 60 seats to invoke cloture and 
force action on legislation and appointments in the tradition-bound 
Senate. 

If Minnesota Democratic-Farmer-Labor candidate A1 Franken, 
who state officials determined weeks ago won the Senate seat by 
225 votes, is block Senate deliberations. And with Pennsylvania 
Senator Arlen Specter — a moderate, labor-friendly Republican 
who faces a tough reelection fight in a Democratic state next 
year showing a willingness to deal — GOP Senate leaders well 
understand the vulnerability of their position. 

So Republican senators are pouring money into the dead-end 
recount fight of former Senate Norm Coleman. 

Coleman — now the better part of two months out of office - 

- continues to mount an exceptionally expensive legal battle to 
“win” the Minnesota seat that all evidence suggests he has lost. 
Coleman’s lawyers are now pleading with a three-judge panel 
charged with conducting what was supposed to be a final review 
of the close result of the Coleman-Franken race to reverse a ruling 
that had seemed all but certain to settle the matter. 

The three-judge panel rejected counting certain categories of 
contested absentee ballots. 

Coleman’s team is pressing for the counting of the ballots — most 
of which have been repeatedly rejected by local and state officials 

— in hopes that they will help reverse Franken’s narrow lead. 
Getting the judges to reverse their ruling is very much a long shot, 
Hamline University Law School professor David Schultz tells the 
Minneapolis Star-Tribune. 

So why are Coleman’s lawyers objecting? Schultz suggests 
Coleman’s lawyers are laying the groundwork for an appeal to 
the Minnesota Supreme Court that will keep this unsettled race 
unsettled. “This is sort of the first step if they’re thinking of doing 
an appeal,” explains the professor. 

Bottom line: It looks like we will have a 99-seat Senate for a good 
bit longer. Q

Obama signs massive 
economic stimulus 

DENVER (AP) — President Barack Obama The additional brigades would add about 


signed into law Tuesday one of the most costly 
pieces of legislation in U.S. history — a $787 
billion program to breathe life into the country’s 
failing economy. 

Speaking in Denver, the city where he won 
the Democratic presidential nomination last 
August, Obama said the massive government 
spending and tax cut program opened the road 
for Americans to begin “laying claim to a 
destiny of our own making.” 

The president put his signature to the bill in 
a highly unusual ceremony away from the 
partisan tensions still gripping Washington. 
As he spoke in Denver, he was closing out his 
first month in office — opening days of a new 
administration that have seen a relentless storm 
of economic bad news and public pessimism. 
Shortly after signing the bill, Obama issued a 
long-expected order to boost U.S. troop levels 
in Afghanistan, where a resurgent Taliban has 
retaken much of the ground it was driven out of 
early in the seven-year-old war. 

“I approved a request from (Defense) Secretary 
(Robert) Gates to deploy aMarine Expeditionary 
Brigade later this spring and an Army Stryker 
Brigade and the enabling forces necessary to 
support them later this summer,” Obama said 
in a statement released by the White House. 


17,000 troops to the slightly more than 30,000 
U.S. forces currently in Afghanistan. 

After his legislative victory with the $787 
billion stimulus measure, Obama promised 
to take equally vigorous steps to prop up the 
country’s deeply troubled financial system, 
ease the pain of Americans facing home 
mortgage foreclosures and save the teetering 
auto industry. 

Automakers General Motors Corp. and Chrysler, 
now kept afloat on a combined $13.4 billion in 
federal emergency loans, were to report later 
Tuesday on their plans for reorganizing toward 
long-term survival. 

Obama spokesman Robert Gibbs told reporters 
traveling with the president on board Air Force 
One to the Colorado capital that he would not 
rule out bankruptcy for Detroit automakers 
and that the administration looked forward to 
reviewing the companies’ restructuring plans. 
Gibbs said it was important for the economy to 
have a strong and viable auto industry, adding 
it was up to automakers to make choices about 
what is most helpful to their recovery. He 
also confirmed that GM on Tuesday received 
another $4 billion in government funds.

Gibbs also said the 
administration was keeping 
an open mind about a second 
stimulus effort. He stressed, 
however, that there were no 
plans currently in the works 
for one. 

In remarks before signing 
the bill, Obama cautioned 
Americans not to expect a 


quick or dramatic economic 
turnaround and said 
government intervention was 
not at an end. 

“I don’t want to pretend 
that today marks the end 
of our economic troubles,” 
Obama said before signing 
the legislation. “Nor does 
it constitute all of what we 
going to have to do to turn our 
economy around. But today 


does mark the beginning of 
the end.” 

Obama has turned to 
appearances throughout the 
country to sell his economic 
plans, hoping to sustain 
support and foster hope among 
Americans who are giving 
him high marks in opinion 
polls. The president’s travels 
pointedly contrast public 
backing for his economic plan 
to the partisan atmosphere 
still consuming Washington, 
where Republicans were 
nearly unanimous in opposing 
the stimulus measure. 

Obama used the signing 
ceremony at the Denver 
Museum of Nature & Science 
to underscore investments the 
spending plan will make in 
“green” energy-related jobs. 
As Obama traveled to 
Colorado, the White House 
opened a Web site, www. 
recovery.gov, that will allow 
people to track where the 
money is being spent. The 
White House press office 
also announced job growth 
projections for each state and 
congressional district. 

On Wednesday he moves to 



Arizona for the unveiling of 
a program to help millions of 
homeowners fend off home 
mortgage foreclosures. 
Tuesday’s signing of the 
massive stimulus measure 
was designed to start the flow 
of federal money nationwide 
toward infrastructure proj ects, 
health care, renewable energy 
developmentandconservation 
with twin goals of short-term 
job creation and longer-term 
economic healing. 

The measure includes a $400 
tax break for most individual 
workers and $800 for 
couples, including those who 
do not earn enough to pay 
income taxes. It delivers tens 
of billions of dollars to states 
to prevent deep spending 
cuts and more job layoffs. 
Consumers will receive tax 
incentives to buy first homes 
and new cars. 

Poor people and laid-off 
workers will benefit from 
increased unemployment and 
food benefits and subsides 
for health insurance. The bill 
also includes a controversial 
“Buy American” provision 
that, despite being watered 


down, has drawn the ire of 
U.S. trading partners. 

Even with such massive 
spending plans, it’s expected 
to take time for the economy 
to recover. So part of Obama’s 
message as he has traveled the 
county is designed to lower 
expectations. 

The unemployment rate 
is now at 7.6 percent, the 
highest in more than 16 years. 
Analysts warn the economy 
will remain feeble through 
2009. 

Republican lawmakers, who 
largely balked at the economic 
package, complained that it 
was short on cutting taxes and 
that the spending measures 
didn’t target the vast sums of 
money well enough toward 
short-term job creation, which 
was the major goal of the bill. 
Many private economists are 
forecasting that the budget 
deficit for the current year 
will hit $ 1.6 trillion, including 
the stimulus spending. That’s 
about three times last year’s 
shortfall, and such year- 
to-year deficits contribute 
toward a mounting national 
debt.Q

Hundreds of television stations cut off analog signals 



NEW YORK - About a 
quarter of the nation’s TV 
stations cut off their analog 
signals Tuesday, causing sets 
to go dark in households that 
were not prepared for digital 
television despite two years of 
warnings about the transition. 
Though most viewers were 
ready — and people with 
cable or satellite service were 
unaffected — some stations 
and call centers reported a 
steady stream of questions 
from frustrated callers. Many 
wondered how to get coupons 
for converter boxes that 
translate digital signals for 
older TVs — or how to get the 
devices working. 

“It’s kind of an irritation, but I 
understand that everyone will 
have a much better picture. 
As far as I was concerned, 
they could have left things the 
way they were,” said Dorothy 
Delegard, 67, of Minneapolis, 
who bought a converter box 
because a friend gave her a 
coupon that expires Tuesday. 
Phones were ringing off the 
hook at a walk-in information 
center set up by stations in 
Providence, R.I. 

A volunteer at the center, 
Jeremy Taylor, said he tried 
to calm agitated callers and 
explain the reasons for the 
disappearance of analog 
signals, which have remained 
largely unchanged since the 
1950s. 

“I try to explain that the 
digital switch is not something 
we’re doing to extort them of 
money,” Taylor said. 

The federal government 
mandated the end of analog 
broadcasts to make room on 
those frequencies for wireless 
Internet service, emergency 
radio traffic and other uses. 
Digital TV broadcasts, which 
began several years ago, take 
up much less of the wireless 
spectrum. 

Originally, all U.S. stations 
were to cut their analog signals 


on Tuesday, but at the urging 
of the Obama administration, 
Congress voted this month to 
give broadcasters more time. 
Most stations, particularly 
those in big cities, accepted 
the offer to wait until June 12. 
Others wanted to stick to Feb. 
17, a date they had spent much 
airtime advertising. Many 
of them had also booked 
engineering work on their 
antennas for that day. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission, which wanted 
to ensure that no one would 
be entirely deprived of analog 
signals, cleared 421 stations 
to go all-digital this week. 
Another 220 stations have 
already made the switch, 
including all stations in 
Hawaii. 

The most populous places 
where many or all major- 
network stations are cutting 
analog this week include San 
Diego and Santa Barbara, 
Calif.; Fa Crosse and 
Madison, Wis.; Rockford and 
Peoria, Ill.; Sioux City, Iowa; 
Waco, Texas; Macon, Ga.; 
Scranton, Pa.; Rhode Island 
and Vermont. 

In most cases, one station in 


each of those markets will 
continue sending analog 
signals until June or will 
offer a so-called “analog 
nightlight” for a few months, 
with limited local news and 
emergency broadcasts, as 
well as information about the 
digital TV transition. 

The back-and-forth over the 
cutoff date threw both TV 
stations and viewers for a 
loop. 

Jeff Fong, manager of WHKY- 
TV, an independent station 
in Hickory, N.C., said the 
company’s analog shutdown 
went smoothly on Saturday, 
but some viewers complained 
that they thought it had been 
postponed until June 12. 
RadioShack Corp. circulars 
in newspapers this weekend 
had the opposite message, 
saying Feb. 17 was still the 
date for the end of analog 
TV. Spokeswoman Mary 
Delagarza said the fliers had 
been prepared two months 
in advance and could not be 
pulled. 

Congress delayed the cutoff 
in large part because the fund 
that pays for $40 converter- 
box coupons had reached its 


spending limit. Coupons are 
now being issued only as fast 
as old ones expire unused. 

The stimulus bill that 
President Barack Obama 
signed Tuesday contains $650 
million in additional funding. 
Once that money becomes 
available, it can clear the 
backlog of 4 million coupons 
in a few weeks. Without a 
coupon, a converter box costs 
$45 to $80. 

Joe Glynn, vice president of 
engineering at PBS affiliate 
WVIA-TV near Scranton, Pa., 
said the station got a dozen 
calls in the past two days 
about its planned changeover 
at 11:59 p.m. Tuesday. The 
converter boxes have been a 
frequent subject. 
“Unfortunately, some of them 


have asked how you get the 
coupons for the converter box. 
Some of them have called 
asking us if we sell converter 
boxes. Others are calling and 
saying 6 1 got the converter, but 
I’m not getting anything on 
it’ — I’m assuming because 
they don’t have it hooked up 
right,” he said. 

He said most callers 
acknowledge that they only 
have themselves to blame for 
procrastinating. 

“Everybody admits it’s their 
fault. They knew it was 
coming,” he said. “Some 
people seemed to be mad 
at themselves for not doing 
something sooner.” 

Even converter boxes that are 
correctly installed may drop 
some channels. 

That’s because apart from 
killing analog, many stations 
are also changing to new 
digital frequencies. Viewers 
who were already watching the 
digital signal, either through 
a converter box or a digital 
TV set, will lose the channel 
until they force the device to 
“rescan” the airwaves. 

In addition, many households 
will find that they need new 
antennas. 

Digital signals generally 
come in better than analog 
ones, but they are not received 
well by some older antennas. 
Spokeswoman Fea Sloan at 
PBS said that a rising number 
of calls to member stations are 
from people who are getting 
digital signals, but not all the 
ones they want.Q

Burris made the admission to 
reporters late Monday, after 
releasing an affidavit over the 
weekend saying he had more 
contact with Blagojevich 
advisers about the Senate 
seat than he had described 
under oath to the state House 
panel that recommended 
Blagojevich’s impeachment. 
The Democrat also said in 
the affidavit, but not before 
the panel, that the governor’s 
brother asked him for 
fundraising help. 

Though Burris insists he never 
raised money for Blagojevich

while the governor was 
considering whom to appoint 
to the seat Obama vacated, the 
revelation that he had attempted 
to do so is likely to increase 
calls for Burris’ resignation and 
an investigation into whether 
he committed perjury before 
the panel. 

Illinois Democrats have sent 
documents related to Burris’ 
testimony to a county prosecutor 
for review. In Washington, 
a good-government group 
recommendedBurris’expulsion 
from the Senate if an ethics 
committee investigation shows 
he lied to Senate leaders. 
Burris, in the middle of a 


previously scheduled tour of 
northern and central Illinois 
cities, would not discuss 
his attempts to raise funds 
for Blagojevich, but said he 
didn’t do anything wrong and 
encouraged officials to look 
into the matter. 

“I welcome the opportunity 
to go before any and all 
investigative bodies ... to 
answer any questions they 
have,” he told reporters in 
Peoria, before declining to 
answer questions. 

Burris, who declined to address 
reporters again during a later 
stop in Bloomington, also said 
he planned to release later this 
week “a concise document” 
related to his testimony, but he 
would not elaborate. 

After an event Monday night 
in Peoria, Burris told reporters 
that he had reached out to 
friends after Blagojevich’s 
brother, Robert, called him 
before President Barack 
Obama’s election asking him 
to raise $10,000 or $15,000 for 
the governor. 

“So sometime shortly after 
Obama was elected, the brother 
called (again) and I had talked 
to some people about trying to 
see if we could put a fundraiser 
on,” Burris said, according to 
an audio clip provided by the 
Peoria Journal-Star. 

But Burris said his friends 


weren’t willing to contribute 
and suggested that Robert 
Blagojevich talk to Burris’ 
partner about approaching 
other potential donors. 

Burris reiterated that in the 
end, he raised no money and 
hosted no fundraiser. He told 
Robert Blagojevich in a later 
conversation that he couldn’t 
raise money because he was 
interested in the Senate seat. 
Burris, however, already had 
indicated his interest in the 
Senate seat to gubernatorial 
aides, including Robert 
Blagojevich, before the 
November election. 

Lawmakers of both parties have 
said Burris should resign after 
he admitted over the weekend 
that he had talked to several 
aides of the governor before 
getting the Senate post. During 
his testimony before the panel, 
he said he remembered talking 
only to one aide about the seat 
and did not say he was hit up 
for campaign donations. 

The new affidavit submitted 
to the impeachment panel 
indicated contact not only with 
Robert Blagojevich, but with 
Blagojevich’s former chief of 
staff John Harris and two other 
close friends — all of whom 
Burris had been specifically 
asked about by the committee’s 
top Republican. 

“You would think those 


would be the kind of people 
you’d remember you had a 
conversation with,” said Rep. 
Gary Hannig, a Democrat. 

The watchdog group Citizens 
for Responsibility and Ethics 
in Washington called for 
prosecutors to review Burris’ 
statements for possible perjury 
and for an investigation into 
whether Burris misled U.S. 
Senate leaders. 

“If so, the ethics committee 
should recommend that the 
Senate expel Sen. Burris for 
improper conduct that reflects 
upon the Senate,” said Melanie 
Sloan, the group’s director. 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid “supports Sen. Burris’ 
decision to cooperate” with 
any investigation, a spokesman 
said Tuesday. 

Reid and his No. 2, Illinois Sen. 
Dick Durbin, initially refused 
to seat Burris because he had 
been appointed by Blagojevich 
three weeks after the governor 
was arrested on federal 
charges that he tried to profit 
from the Senate appointment. 
They relented on the condition 
that Burris testify before the 
impeachment committee. 

State Rep. Jack Franks said he 
asked Reid’s office Tuesday to 
open an ethics review. 

“I don’t see how they can 
really avoid it at this point with 
the ever-changing story of Sen. 
Burris,” Franks said. 

Sen. Barbara Boxer, 
chairman of the Senate’s 
ethics committee, declined to 
comment Tuesday on whether 
the panel would investigate 
Burris. A spokeswoman for 
Boxer would not say whether a 
case would be opened but said 
preliminary inquiries begin 
whenever there are “allegations 
of improper conduct.” 

Burris initially told the 
impeachment committee he 
had only a brief conversation 
with Rod Blagojevich, a fellow 
Democrat, before he was named 
to the Senate seat Dec. 30. In 
testimony before the House 
committee Jan. 8, he added 
that he had discussed the seat 
with a longtime Blagojevich 
friend last summer. 

Illinois House Speaker Michael 
Madigan called Sangamon 
County State’s Attorney John 
Schmidt on Tuesday and 
alerted him to the package of 
material he was sending, but 
did not make any comments 
on the situation, Madigan 
spokesman Steve Brown said. 
Schmidt released a statement 
saying only the matter is under 
review.

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Animal experts are baffled by chimpanzee attack

STAMF ORD, Connecticut 
(AP)—Travis the chimpanzee, 
a veteran of TV commercials, 
was the constant companion of 
a lonely widow who fed him 
steak, lobster and ice cream. 
He could eat at the table, drink 
wine from a stemmed glass, 
use the toilet, and dress and 
bathe himself. 

He brushed his teeth with 
a Water Pile, logged on to a 
computer to look at photos 
and channel-surfed television 
with the remote control. 

But on Monday, the wild 
animal in him came out with 
a vengeance. 

The 200-pound (90-kilogram) 
animal viciously mauled a 
friend of his owner before 
being shot to death by police. 
Investigators are trying to 
figure out why — whether it 
was a bout of Lyme disease, a 
reaction to drugs, or a case of 
instinct taking over. 

“It’s hard to say what exactly 
precipitated this behavior,” 
said Colleen McCann, a 
primatologist at the Bronx 
Zoo. “At the end of the day, 
they are not human and you 
can’t always predict their 
behavior and how they or any 
other wild animal will respond 
when they feel threatened.” 
Travis attacked 5 5-year-old 
Charla Nash as Sandra Herold 
frantically stabbed her beloved 
pet with a butcher knife and 
pounded him with a shovel. 
Nash was in critical condition 
Tuesday with “life-changing, 
if not life-threatening,” 
injuries to her face and hands, 
Mayor Dannel Malloy said. 
Police said they are looking 
into the possibility of criminal 
charges. A pet owner can be 
held criminally responsible if 
he or she knew or should have 
known that an animal was a 
danger to others. 

Police said that Travis was 


agitated earlier Monday and 
that Herold had given him the 
anti-anxiety drug Xanax in 
some tea. Police said the drug 
had not been prescribed for 
the 14-year-old chimp. 

In humans, Xanax can 
cause memory loss, lack of 
coordination, reduced sex 
drive and other side effects. 
It can also lead to aggression 
in people who were unstable 
to begin with, said Dr. Emil 
Coccaro, chief of psychiatry 
at the University of Chicago 
Medical Center. 

“Xanax could have made him 
worse,” if human studies are 
any indication, Coccaro said. 
Stephen Rene Tello, executive 
director of Primarily Primates, 
a sanctuary for chimps in 
Texas, said it is difficult to 
say what effect Xanax would 
have on a chimp, but he noted 
that chimps and humans have 
similar physiology. 
Investigators said they were 
also told that Travis had 
Lyme disease, a tick-borne 
illness with flu-like symptoms 
that can lead to arthritis and 
meningitis in humans. 

“Maybe from the medications 
he was out of sorts,” Stamford 
police Capt. Richard Conklin 
said. 

Herold could not be reached 
for comment. A woman 
answering the door at 
Herold’s home, where drops 
of blood stained the walkway, 
would not speak to reporters 
Tuesday. Conklin said Herold 
was “traumatized by this very, 
very brutal attack.” 

Don Mecca, a family friend, 
said Herold fed the chimp 
steak, lobster, ice cream and 
Italian food. 

Herold built the chimpanzee 
a large cage in her home. 
She knew chimps could be 
dangerous but found it hard to 
part with Travis, Mecca said. 
When he was younger, Travis 
starred in TV commercials 
for Old Navy and Coca-Cola,

made an appearance on the 
“Maury Povich Show” and 
took part in a television pilot, 
according to a 2003 story in 
The Advocate newspaper of 
Stamford. 

“He’s been raised almost 
like a child by this family,” 

Conklin said. “He rides in a 
car every day. He opens doors. 

He’s a very unique animal 
in that aspect. We have no 
indication of what provoked 
this behavior at all.’Q

The protests in Ciudad Juarez 
blocked traffic for at least 
an hour across three bridges 
connecting the city to El Paso, 
Texas. Similar protests broke 
out on bridges in the border 
cities of Nuevo Laredo and 


Associated Press 
Reynosa, while demonstrators 
blocked roads in the northern 
industrial city of Monterrey and 
the Gulf state of Veracruz. 

It was the largest display of 
discontent against the army’s 
role in an anti-drug crackdown 
since President Felipe Calderon 
began deploying soldiers across 
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the country two years ago to 
fight cartels. About 45,000 
soldiers are now spread out 
across Mexico. 

Government and army 
officials claimed that drug 
cartels organized similar 
protests in Monterrey earlier 
this month to undermine the 
crackdown. Federal officials 
had no immediate comment on 
Tuesday’s protests. 

Human rights activists say there 
are legitimate complaints about 
abuses by soldiers, including 
cases in which patrols opened 
fire on civilians at military 
checkpoints. But they say it is 
unclear who has been behind 
the demonstrations. 

Calderon’s offensive was 
initially widely popular among 
Mexicans hopeful for an 
end to relentless shootings, 
kidnappings and killings. But 
drug violence has only surged 
and become more violent since 
he took office, with drug gangs 
beheading rivals and attacking 
police nearly every day. More 
than 6,000 people were killed 
in drug violence last year. 
Border towns have been 


transformed by the crackdown, 
with soldiers in ski masks 
regularly rumbling down the 
streets in large convoys. 

About 30 people, mostly women 
and children, blocked the Paso 
del Norte bridge leading from 
Ciudad Juarez to downtown El 
Paso. They shouted “soldiers, 
get out!” as they stood in front 
of about 20 troops in green 
army pickup trucks. One person 
held a sign reading, “Get out 
of Juarez, thieving abusive 
soldiers.” 

Brenda Contreras, a 22-year-old 
mother of two, said the city has 
only become more dangerous 
since troops arrived. She said 
soldiers detained her 32-year- 
old husband during a raid at 
a car wash three months ago, 
and she has not heard from him 
despite filing a complaint with 
the Defense Department. 

“I saw him on the floor and 
they wouldn’t let me get near 
him. Where he is, only the army 
knows. What am I going to tell 
my daughters?” she said. 

The protesters waved to soldiers 
and dispersed peacefully after 
about an hour, allowing a long 


line of cars to proceed across 
the bridge. 

Not all city residents, however, 
are against the army’s presence. 
“Knowing that the soldiers are 
out there all over the city makes 
me feel that the city is more 
protected,” said Cynthia de 
los Santos, 32, a secretary at a 
Ciudad Juarez law firm. 

In Nuevo Laredo, 150 people 
blocked three bridges leading 
to Laredo, Texas, for several 
hours. Many were masked men, 
but some were women and 
children. 

Protesters also blocked bridges 
leading to Texas from Reynosa, 
the town’s mayor, Oscar 
Luebbert, told Mexico’s Radio 
Formula. 

Luebbert also said a shootout 
erupted Tuesday between 
federal police and armed men 
in Reynosa, and authorities 
were trying to confirm reports 
that several people were 
killed. He said the shootout 
appeared unrelated to the 
demonstrations. 

“The situation is very critical,” 
Luebbert said. “The whole 
population is very alarmed.”Q

BASSE-TERRE, Guadeloupe 
(AP) — The French Caribbean 
island of Guadeloupe was on 
the verge of rebellion, a political 
leader said Tuesday after stone¬ 
throwing protesters set cars and 
buildings ablaze, forced the 
international airport to close 
and clashed with police. 

Nearly four weeks of work 
stoppages and demonstrations 
for lower prices and higher 
pay have caused thousands of 
tourists to flee or cancel holidays 
on the normally tranquil island, 
prompting many hotels to 
close and cruise ships to head 
elsewhere. “It is a political 
crisis, an institutional crisis and 
we are on the brink of sedition,” 
Guadeloupe’s Regional Council 
President Victorin Lurel told 
France-Info radio. 

From Paris, France’s Interior 
Minister Michele Alliot-Marie 
said the protests had caused 
“degradation, devastation and 
confrontations” on Guadeloupe 
and its sister island, Martinique, 
where most shops and offices 
have been closed by the 
protests. She urged “calm, 
responsibility and restraint” and 
said she hoped for a resumption 
of talks with protesters that 
broke down last week. Police 
said they arrested 18 people 
overnight as protesters burned 
cars, a library and a boat-rental 
store in Sainte-Anne and Point- 
a-Pitre. An official, speaking 
on the standard condition of 
anonymity, said at least three 
officers suffered minor wounds 
due to gunshots fired by looters 
taking advantage of the chaos. 
Guadeloupe’s main airport 
was closed Tuesday because 
workers could not pass through 
barricaded and debris-clogged 
roads, said Guadeloupe’s top 
appointed official, Nicolas 


Desforges, and several flights 
were canceled. 

About 450,000 people live on 
Guadeloupe, a verdant hilly 
island boasting white-sand 
beaches that is an integral 
part of France. Behind much 
of the unrest in Guadeloupe 
and Martinique is resentment 
by Afro-Caribbeans, many 
of whom are descendants of 
slaves, that the vast majority of 
wealth and land are in the hands 
of offspring of colonists. 

Paris has refused to budge on 
strikers’ demands for a 200 euro 
($250) monthly raise for low- 
paid workers who now make 
roughly 900 euros ($1,130) a 
month. But business leaders in 
Martinique agreed Tuesday to 
a 20 percent price cut on most 
supermarket products, despite 
initial refusal. 

Stephane Hayot, a spokesman 
for the National Union of 
Wholesale Distributors, earlier 
said the move “would represent 
our death sentence” by forcing 
them to sell at prices that don’t 
cover their costs. 

Police detained 50 
demonstrators on Monday after 
they were pelted by stones 
as they tried to take down 
barricades. Roadblocks were 
being gradually lifted Tuesday 
morning and a trickle of vehicle 
traffic was resuming, the police 
official said. 

The U. S. Embassy in Paris issued 
Americans in Guadeloupe and 
Martinique to avoid crowds. 
“Most commercial activities 
have ceased, and there are 
mounting shortages of food, 
water, and power on both 
islands,” the embassy said. “In 
Guadeloupe there are reports of 
increasing tensions, with armed 
gangs blockading routes and 
targeting residents and tourists. 
There have been no reports of 
U.S. citizens being specifically 
targeted.’Q

Taylor, McAlister latest vets to be cut

NEW YORK (AP) — Fred Taylor 

and Chris McAlister, two former Pro 

Bowlers, fell victim Monday to the 

NFL’s annual purge of high-salaried 

veterans. 

The 33-year-old Taylor, Jacksonville’s 
all-time leading rusher, was cut after 
11 seasons as the team continued its 
offseason makeover. He was due to 
make $6 million next season. 

The 31-year-old McAlister, a three-time 
Pro Bowler, was cut by Baltimore after 
10 seasons. 

He was scheduled to make $8 million 
in 2009. 

In another move, the Cincinnati Bengals 
designated kicker Shayne Graham 
as their franchise player, leaving 
three key starters, wide receiver T.J. 
Houshmandzadeh, running back Cedric 
Benson and left tackle Stacy Andrews 
who will become free agents on Feb. 
27. Graham is guaranteed a salary of 


$2,483 million next season if he doesn’t 
negotiate a long-term deal. 

Taylor has 11,271 yards rushing and is 
the 16th leading rusher in NFL history. 
He had wanted to finish his career with 
the team. 

He made his first Pro Bowl in 2007 after 
running for 1,202 yards and a career- 
best 5.4 yards a carry. 

But he finished with just 556 yards last 
season and averaged a career-low 3.9 
yards per carry behind an injury-riddled 
offensive line as Maurice Jones-Drew 
took over his starting spot. 

He spent the final three games of 
the season on injured reserve after 
tearing ligaments in his left thumb as 
Jacksonville finished 5-11 after reaching 
the second round of the playoffs in 
2007. 

“We felt like the best thing for this 
football team is what it has to be about,” 
said coach Jack Del Rio, who last week 
cut comerback Drayton Florence and 


wide receiver Jerry Porter, high-priced 
free agents a year ago who failed to live 
up to expectations. “We feel good about 
the talented group of backs that we 
have ... and as you work through it, it’s 
difficult to come up with a role that’s 
going to be acceptable for everybody. 
“It makes it awkward. It makes it 
difficult. We came to an agreement on 
what the best course of action was as a 
football team.” 

McAlister, who started for Baltimore’s 
Super Bowl winner in 2001, ranks 
third on the Ravens’ career list with 
26 interceptions and scored seven 
touchdowns for Baltimore — including 
a 107-yard return of a missed field 
goal. 

He started five games last season before 
being benched and was placed on injured 
reserve with an injury to his right knee 
on Nov. 11. McAlister finished the 
season with three interceptions and 19 
tackles. □ 
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Rodriguez says cousin infected him with substance

TAMPA, Florida (AP) 
— New York Yankees star 
Alex Rodriguez admitted 
on Tuesday that his cousin 
repeatedly injected him with a 
substance from the Dominican 
Republic. 

Joined at a press conference 
by Yankees general manager 
Brian Cashman and manager 
Joe Girardi, Rodriguez again 
apologized for taking banned 
drugs from 2001-2003 
while he was with the Texas 
Rangers. 

He blamed his 2003 positive 
doping test on being young 
and naive. 

“I knew we weren’t taking 
Tic Tacs,” Rodriguez said at 
Steinbrenner Field. 

He said his cousin introduced 
him to “boli,” saying it was 
an over-the-counter substance 
in the Dominican. While with 
Texas, he said his cousin 


injected him about twice 
a month during six-month 
cycles to get an energy boost. 
“I didn’t think they were 
steroids,” he said. “That’s 
again part of being young and 
stupid. It was over the counter. 
It was pretty simple. 

“All these years I never thought 
I did anything wrong.” 

He said he wasn’t sure how 
the drug use helped him, but 
admitted he had more energy. 
Rodriguez said he has not 
used human growth hormone 
or any other banned drug since 
then. He refused to identify his 
cousin. 

The three-time American 
League MVP and Major 
League Baseball’s highest- 
paid player spoke at the 
Yankees’ spring training camp 
10 days after Sports Illustrated 
reported that he tested positive 
in 2003. 

“He’s a huge investment. So 
he’s an asset, and this is an 


asset that’s currently in crisis,” 
Cashman said. “So we will do 
everything we can to protect 
that asset. ... If this is Humpty 
Dumpty, we’ve got to put him 
back together again, to get 
back up on the wall.” 

In an interview last week with 
ESPN, Rodriguez blamed the 
pressures of his $250 million 
contract with Texas for his 
decision to use performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. 

“I thought I knew everything, 
and I clearly didn ’t,” Rodriguez 
said in his statement. “Like 
everyone else, I’ve made a 
lot of mistakes in my life. 
The only way I know how to 
handle it is to move forward. 
“One thing I know: Baseball 
is a lot bigger than Alex 
Rodriguez.” 

For years, Rodriguez denied 
using performance-enhancing 
drugs. But SI reported he was 
on a list of 104 players who 
tested positive during MLB’s 


2003 survey. SI identified the 
drugs causing the positive 
test as Primobolan and 
testosterone. 

“We consulted no one and had 
no good reason to base that 
decision,” he said. “It was 
pretty evident that we didn’t 
know what we’re doing.” 


Asked whether his statistics 
during 2001-03 should count, 
he said it wasn’t for him to 
decide. 

The 3 3-year-old Rodriguez 
has hit 553 home runs and is 
expected by many to break 
Barry Bonds’ MLB record of 
762.□
